A Kichenev despatch says: As the 
Russian army advances proclamations 
will be issued to tn« Christians and Mus¬ 
sulmans that all who remain quietly iu 
their luinci will not be molested. Noth¬ 
ing will be without payment. Christians 
wishing to take part iu the war can come 
to the Russian lines were they will be en¬ 
rolled in a special division under Rus¬ 
sian officers. No irregular bands of 
Guerillas will be allowed. No enquiries 
will be made respecting the atrocities of 
last year except in tho cases mentioned 
in the reports of Mr. Fauna Schuyler.

Constantinople. April 80.-—The Porte 
iu dealing with neutral shipping reserves 
the right of searching suspected vessels 
both on the coast and at sea. 

London, April30.—A Constantinople 
telegram makes the following announce¬ 
ment “During the night entry into or 
departure from the Bosphorus and Dar¬ 
danelles is absolutely prohibited. All 
lights will be extinguished except two ot 
the entrance of the Bosphorus and two in 
the Dardanelles, and these may also be 
put out.” 

A VIOLATION OF TREATY. 

Vienna, April 28 .—Turkish ironclads 
arc cruising in the Danube off Galatz. 
The navigation of that port is stopped. 
Vessels belonging to neutral powers now 
at Galatz will be allowed time to com¬ 
plete loading, but all inward botind 
vessels will be stopped on and after Sun¬ 
day. 

The closing of the Danube by Russia 
seems rather a serious matter. The 
freedom of navigation is notoriously a 
stipulation of the Treaty of Paris Be¬ 
sides eight gunboats which the Russians 
havo brought dowu in sections and put 
together on tho Pruth or Danube, a Rus¬ 
sian fleet is at NicoJaieff. and will even¬ 
tually come down to the mouth ol the 
Danube. 

KKGLAND8 POSITION. 

London, April 80.—A proclamation 
has been issued by the Queen stating that 
she is determined to maintain strict and 
impartial neutrality in the war between 
Russia and Turkey, and commanding her 
subjects to abstain from violating the 
laws' relating thereto. 

The Gazette contains a letter from Lord 
Dorby to tho heads of the Departments of 
State, announcing certain rules according 
to which men of war of both belligerents 
are forbidden from using any British port 
as a station for any warlike purpose, 
bringing their prizes thereto, embarking 
any warlike stores or nmro eoal and pro¬ 
visions than are sufficient for immediate 
wants, or remaining longer than twenty- 
four hours, except in case of stress of 
weather, damage, or necessity for obtain¬ 
ing provisions. 

It i.i aimouuco ajt the War Office that 
the Government lias made preparations 
to send 50,000 men at a moment’s notice 
to Egypt, 25,000 from England, and 
25,000 from India. 

Tho Times says the orders to the 
Deyenport dockyards are to press for¬ 
ward the necessary works on commision- 
ed ships with all speed, and to direct sole 
attention to such necessary works, leav¬ 
ing all else for future completion. 

Tho 'British ironclads stationed at 
Mr.lta havo sailed for Corfu. 

Serious complications will arise in the 
event of tho Russian fleet returning to the 
the Mediterranean from China, as it is 
retorted Russia will demand the passage 
of the licet through the Suez canal. 

An army corps of 80.000 or 40,000

e. ts require. It is probable this corps 
will rendezvous at Malta or Gibraltar. 
The command is to be offered to Lord 
Napier, of Magdala.

THE i'ZAE’s MANIFESTO. 

St. Pjetkr.«?ih;ru, April 24.—Tho Czar’s 
manifesto :—“Our faithful and beloved 
subjects know the strong interest we 
have constantly felt in the destinies of 
of the oppressed Christian population of 
Turkey. Our desire to ameliorate and 
assure their lot has been shared* jy the 
whole Russian nation whieli now shows 
itself ready to bear fresh sacrifices to 
alleviate the position of the Chaistians in 
the Balkan peninsula. The blood and 
property of our faithful subjects have 
always boon dear to us, and our whole 
reign attests our constant solicitude to 
preservo to Russia the benefit of peace. 
This solicitude never failed to actuate us 
during the deporable events which oe 
cured in Herzegovina, Bosnia, nnd Bul¬ 
garia. Our object before all was to ef¬ 
fect amelioration in the position of the . 
Christians in the oast hv means of pacific j 
negotiations, and in concert with tin- 
great European Lowers our allies and 
frieuds for two years we have made in-* 
cessant efforts to induce the Porto t<> ef¬ 
fect such reforms as would protect tin i 
Christians in Bosnia. Bulgaria, and Her-': 
qogovina from the arbitrary measures of 
the local authorities. Tho accomplishment 
of those reforms was absolutely s'lpulaU d 
hy the interior engagement contracted by ' 
the Porto toward the whole of Europe. | 
Our efforts, supported by diplomatic re¬ 
presentation a made in common with 
other Governments, have not attained ! 
their object. TJie Porte has remained 
unshaken in its formal refusal of any ef¬ 
fective guarantee for the security of its ' 
Christian subjects, and lias' rejected the 
conclusions oi the uoiiatantinople Conflu¬ 
ence. Wishing to essay every possible ' 
means of conciliation in order to persuade 
•tlie Porto, we proposed to the other Cabi- 
wets to draw up a special protoco’, com- ' 
prising the most essential 'conditions of 
of the Constantinople Conference, and t<> 
invite the Turkish' Government to adhere 
to this international act, which states (he 
extreme^imitsjofour peaeful demands But 
our expectation was not fulfilled. The 
Porin did not defer to iln.> uimnimus wish 
of Chnttian Europe, and did not adhere 
to the-conclusions ol tin*protocol. ilav- ‘ 
iug exhausted pacific efforts, we :oe com¬ 
pelled by tb ; haughty obstinacy ol thy ’ 
Porte to proceed to more decisive ac*.^, 
feeling that nw equity and our own 
dignity enjoin it. J’y her 4 refusal, Tur¬ 
key places us under the necessity of 
baviug recourse to arms. Profoundly 
convinced of the justice of our cause, and 
humbly committing ouisel.es to the 
grace and help ol the* Most High, we 
make known to our faithful subject that

and the firemen themselves were hard 
pressed; however, they stock to their 
places, obeying every order. By half¬ 
past hve the roof of the main building had 
fallen in and the entire side of the exten¬ 
sion behind having burned out the south 
wall, about fifty feet in heigfit and eighty 
feet long, tottered and fell outward with 
a rumbling noise. A portion of the wall 
fell noon, cut off and crushed exactly one- 
half of a double tenement house faring on 
8 L Urhaiii street from which the inmates 
had a few moments before pr jvidentially 
escaped The fall ol this wall left the 
main building a crumbling wreck, about 
ten minutes past six, a portion of the 
rear of tho north w^dl came crashing 
down and buried tlireP firemen named 
Reddy, Nolan and Holtby, th«ir com¬ 
rades and several fearless civilians rushed 
into the alley of death to their rescue, 
regurdUss of the fact that the lofty and' 
tottering wall was wen then quivering 
before tho filial destruction,while working 
with Ktipt-rhunnm efforts to save their 
fellow beings, the remainder of the wall 
came down, tons upon tons of the bricks 
and mortar fell with resistless foice. Thi 
effect was dreadful. Where a ttomen' 
before had been a party of starlwart men, 
busily engaged, was now to the spectator 
nothing more than a smoking waste of 
brick and charred wood. The excite¬ 
ment of tho spectators now grew to 
frenzy. The rescuers set to work pitch¬ 
ing hack the scalding hot bricks, regard¬ 
less of the burns they received, aud the 
work went on systematically. 

It was u sickening spectacle, the disen¬ 
tombing of >>no corpse after another, 
while the groans of tho wounded uud 
dying were heart reudkjg. Nolan could 
be heard calling for help, and with much 
difficulty h- was reached. One after the 
other, the dead and wounded were re¬ 
in iVeil till all had been recovered. The 
dead were placed in ciffins saved from 
the ci ftin shop, and the living were taken 
t<> the Hospital.

NAPANEE EXPRESS. MAY 4 1877. 


Mid the firemen themselves were hard 
pressed; however, they stuck to their 
places, obeying every order. By half¬ 
past hve the roof of the main building had 
fallen in and the entire side of the exten¬ 
sion behind having burned out the south 
wall, about fifty feet in height and eighty 
feet long, tottered and fell outward with 
a rumbling noise. A portion of the wall 
fell noon, cut off and crushed exactly one- 
half of a double tenement house facing on 
84. Urhuiu street from which the inmates 
had a fuw moments before providentially 
escaped. The fall Ol this wall left the 
main building a crumbling wreck, about 
ten minutes past six, .a portion of the 
rear of the north w^dl came crashing 
down and buried tliroP firemen named 
Reddy, Nolan and Holtby, their com¬ 
rades and several fearless civilians rushed 
into the alley of death to their rescue, 
regardless of the fact that the lofty and 
tottering wall was wen then quivering 
before the final destruction,while working 
with superhuman «fl'orts to save their 
follow beings, tho remainder of the wall 
came down, tons upon tons of the bricks 
and nmrtar fell with resistless foice. The 
effect was dreadful, Where a moment 
before had hceu a party of starlwftrt men, 
busily engaged, was now to tho spectator 
nothing more than a smoking waste of 
brick and charred wood. The excite¬ 
ment of tho spectators now grew to 
frenzy. The rescuers set to work pitch¬ 
ing back the scalding hot bricks, regard¬ 
less of the hums they received, and the 
work went on systematically. 

It was a sickening spectacle, tho disen- 
tombing of mi* corpse ufter another, 
while t!ie groans of tho wounded uud 
dying were heartreudkjg. N«*lau could 
be heard calling t *r horp, and with much 
difficulty In* *&is reached. One after the 
other, the dead and wounded wort/ re¬ 
in iveil till all had been recovered. TJ 
dead were placed in e >fiins saved fr 
the ct (tin shop, and the living were take' 
to the Hospital.

We cannot do 
better than follow the precedent we then 
set ourselves. Our interests in . Turkey 
are manifold and great, but it would be 
easy to exaggerate them so long as the 
the war keeps within certain limit*, and 
at present they cannot he compared in 
importance to those of Austria. No 
doubt the war might, both m Europe 
and Asia, roll to points of greater im¬ 
portance to us than to any other State, 
just the war of 1870 might have rolled to 
Antwerp ; but we have preciesly the 
same security now as we had then in the 
self-interest of the principal combatant. 
Russia, whatever be her faults, has, at 
least, a peculiar keen sense of heir own in¬ 
terests. To presume she would abso. 
lutely court a collision with the greatest 
naval Powder in the world is to presume 
she would suddenly become as infatuat¬ 
ed os Turkey. It is sometimes assumed 
that Constantinople might be taken by a 
dashing attack ; but in 1 eality, it is one 
of the strongest places in the world. The 
Turks might, so long as they command 
the sea, hold it single-handed, and per¬ 
haps, the k no a ledge of this fact adds em¬ 
phasis to Russia's declaration that she 
will uot besiege Constantinople. At all 
events, it sufficiently rebukes the cries 
of undignfied alarm and undisguised ap¬ 
peals to ignorant passion. This country 
can afford to regard tho present contest 
calmly, for tho simple reason that it will 
ho pcrf'-c*ly W' 11 able to detend its in¬ 
terest if,and ‘lien, they aro attacked.”

PERCAUTIONS AGAINST HOTEL 
FIRES. 

The Illinois Legislature has had sub¬ 
mitted to it a Bill providing that the 
owners and proprietors of hotels of two 
st'iries in height and upward, in that 
State, shall keep rope ladders, made of 
good material, in each and every sleop- 
ing-room in their houses above the 
ground floors, of sufficient length, when 
one end is securely fastened to the floor 
or walls, to reach the ground when the 
other end is throw.> out ot the window. 

The Cincinnati Gazette , makes the fol¬ 
lowing i xoi llent suggestion : —One of the 
best appendages t > lofiy buildings aro tho 
iron staircase.' fastened to the outside of 
so many hotels ini 1 large tenement houses 
in Ne\v Voik. They run from the top 
of toe lull 'mg to t!i" > - nd st.oy, being 
directly accessible l o u each story that 
they pass. They terminate near enough 
to the jtromul to bo within reach o. short 
ladders, and yet are so high mat mirglais 
cannot readily yet upon them. Had the 
Southern Hotel been provided with such 
apparatus, mailt loss lives would have 
been lost. The ladders need not bo uu- 
sightly, as they gnu ho easily ho made in 
fancy patterns, that would add to rather 
than diminish the architectural effect of 
the structure t" \yhi-li they are attached.

Grow* appaar to ho inoro numerous 
than usual this winter and Bprinj;. The 
mild Tinker of 1875-0 favored their in¬ 
crease, while the severity of the past sea¬ 
son has driven them to roadways and 
birnyardsto pick up scattering grain. 
What effect crows may have in regard to 
farmer’/i prospects is therefore a more 
than usually interesting subject for dis 
cussion. It is, I know, quite the fashon 
to decry all the practices ofour forefathers 
as being old fogyisli, and killing crows 
has fallen under the ban as a remnant 
of ungrounded prejudices. But there is a 
reason for most ancient customs of fann¬ 
ers. and there is more to be said against 
the crow than in his fayor. <»ranting that 
he destroys some cut worms and gru >s, 
ho balances this benefit by robbing the 
nests 'M far more valuablo birds than 
himself 1 And a cowardly robber he is. 
Many h time I have seen much smaller 
birds driving him away ; but when ho 
finds a nest unprotected its contents have 
to suffer. That we haye to rely on onr 
feathered assistants for the destruction of 
insects dees n t imply that wo are not to 
destroy anything in leathers. We have 
at least a choice in the help we will keep 
and naturally select those which do most 
good with the least injury. ? 

Those who will not kill crows can pre- 
rent them from doing much mischief by 
strewing cornfields, liberally with corn. 
If it has been soaked in strvehino water 
it will be all tho better. Scarecrows as 
usually made are not of much service. 
Crows have learned, or soon do It am, 
not to fear anything which they can see 
plainly, and a stick over tho shoulder 
in imitation of a gun frightens them 
only a day or two. But let a bough 
house be built of branches with ^reen 
leaves, and the scarecrow be a ncen.ed 
behind this, and the crows will be surely 
kept away. If a little gunpowder be 
ljurned in contact with the scarecrow the 
smell of powder will remain a long time, 
and no crow will go near the Hold. The 
smell of powder and the mystery of a 
concealed enemy will deter them as ef¬ 
fectually as if a man were watching rhe 
field with a gun. w. . 1 . r.

RAISING EARLY CHICKENS. 

That excellent farmer’s monthly, the 
Canadian Granger, lias the following let¬ 
ter, from a London township correspond¬ 
ent in its April number :— 

Whether for market or breading pur¬ 
pose!, poultry should be rmsod as early 
as possible. By a small outlay on a fowl 
house,farmers can have good sized chick¬ 
ens hv the middle of May, or tho first of 
June. At this time they are never less 
that fifty cents a pair in any city or town 
in Ontario. No better investment cun 
be made than this. Tho only trouble is, 
farmers have no place to put theii brood 
after hatching out. It is not necessary 
to have close, warm cellars, 111 order to 
raise a brood of early chickdiis. Wo have 
now a clutch that came out during the 
pieroing weather of March and w ere put 
in an ordinary form, inside a coop, well 
filled with clover chaff. The floor wn* 
al«o bedded with this, and during the 
day were allowed to como out and scratch 
throught it. Out of thirteen birds, only 
one died, and this was through palpable 
neglect. We hnvo had birds c me out in 
midsummer and not have such a large 
proportion of health ones and so small 
mortality. We deduce from tins that 
poultry will stand a groat amount of cold, 
if thoy are kopt dry and well fed. Damp 
houses, whether in summer or winter, 
are suicidal to old or young. We ven¬ 
ture to say oarly hints will lie stronger 
ngd healthior. for two reasons:—First,

The season forwlisbndding fruit trees 
is fast appronching.NjUic 'inpnrtanco of 
tlie operation is generally acknowledged, 
and upon its proper performance depends 
the production of dean, healthy wood 
and the West of fruit. Take for instance, 
a single branch of the peach tree, when 
it first starts in the spring; if in a heal¬ 
thy, fruit-bearing condition, it will throw 
xmt many shoots and great number of 
bloasouie, and if the whole of those 
were left, it is probable two or three of 
tee leading stiools would draw all the 
nourishment to themselves and become 
rai>k and over-luxurient, whilst the re¬ 
mainder wculd be weak and worthless. 
In lika manner the fruit would be *mal! 
ill-flavored, and a great, portion abor¬ 
tive Hence the pruning called dis 
budding, by which wo mean tho removing 
of every shoot that is not required, and 
tho stopping of new slioota that apparent 
ly, are not wanted t«* g*ve form and 
health to the tree, by rubbing out 
buds which, if left, would grow. 
The same should ho done with the fruit 
blossoms ; so many of them should be 
rubl+od away as to leave the remaining 
ones to gather full blood and form good 
fruit.
